Marketing and Distribution 


The problem with which industry is confronted today is marketing, 
declares Donald’ M. Marvin, economist, in the monthly letter issued by the 
Royal Bank of Canada. To quote Mr. Marvin: 


“Early economic thought had its birth in a philosophy of trade, but | 
this line of thought was rapidly displaced by theorfes concerning production. | 
In theory, trading operations became a mere adjunct to productive process- 
es, and, except as regards foreign commerce, occupies a very subordinate 
place in economic literature. The engineering genius of the world has been 
focussed on methods of manufacture. The last half century witnessed the 
growth of large scale production and remarkable .improvements in pro- 
ductive efficiency, but. relatively speaking, distribution has escaped atten- 
tion.

Ottawa, Ont.— Considerable 
thusiasm was expressed among mil; | 
lers of Great Britain and on the con- 
tinent Who investigated Garnet | 
wheat as to its milling qualities. A | 
report by L. H. Newman, Dominion 
eerealist, on the result of the in- | 
vestigations of a_ specially bagged | 
shipment of this blend of wheat over- | 
seas, has been made: public. For: a 
time at least Garnet should be ship- | 
ped as a separate variety, instead of | 
mixed with Manitobas. This would | 
give the millers an opportunity of | 
knowing the variety ‘they were 
dealing with and ‘they could: rreat 
it to the best advantage. 

Garnet wheat, an early maturing 
variety of hard red spring wheat, 
was first available to Canadian farm- 
ers for testing in field areas in the 
spring of 1926. Since then it has | 
become increasingly popular ‘with 
growers of wheat in the prairies, par- 
ticularly in the northern districts. 
The question arose should Garnet be 
allowed. to go into the highest grade 

‘of Manitoba Northern wheat without 
restriction of any kind or would it 
be preferable to set up at least one | 
or two separate grades for the ac- 
commodation of the variety or to 
continue to handle it as, at present. 


The Federal--Department-of Agii- 
culture decided to submit Garnet - 
to test by millers in the United 
Kingdom, and in different European 
countries. -A year ago 6;700 bushel’ 

_ were shipped overseas to men expert | 
in‘ milling to obtain their opinions as 
to its suitability. These men were 
asked a series of questions, and Mr, 

- Newman's report includes the replies 
they made. : 


In his summary of the results ob- | 
tained from this test Mr. Newman 
states that while practically all in-, 
vestigators have expressed the opin- | 
ion. that Garnet wheat or mixtures 
containing the same, might have to 
be “conditioned”. a little ‘differently | 
than would be the present Mani- 

_ toba’s, ‘yet this. fact did not seem to | 
be of serious moment. 

On the other hand, a nunrber of 
investigators spoke with considerable ! 
enthusiasm. of the good milling qual- 
ities of Garnet wheat when milled } 
alone or in mixtures. | 
oe kept in mind, however, the sum- | 
mary explained, that in both Great | 
‘Britain and on the continent it. is | 
usually milled at a higher percent- | 
age. moisture content than is the | 
case in Canada, which fact may ac- | 

‘ count for the relatively good milling 
behaviour of this variety in the Old | 
Country tests. 

The summary continues: 

“The general attitude of 
ally all of those who investigated 
this wheat in Ingland and. on the 
Continent ‘during the past season, 
seems to have been pretty weil ex- 
pressed in the-words of Dr. Kent- | 
Jones, whose .concluding: 
is repeated as follows: 

“Garnet wheat, both ‘in 
and in baking, has. certain —§ pro- | 
nounced characteristics: Millers will | 
always be faced with the fact that | 
Garnet will give stability to their 
blends but not quite the spring and 
elasticity which is. normally given} 
by Manitobas. 

“Since English and European mil- | 
lers are par excellence, blenders of | 
wheat, they require to know the 
exact properties of the wheats they | 
use... I therefore recommend that | 

*Garnet wheat should be placed upon | 
the market as a separate variety, 
and although in the first instance, its 
price might be slightly lower than 
the corresponding Manitoba,.I am.in- 
clined to think ‘the market would 
rapidly appreciate its merits and 
there may be times when the Garnet 
may command the higher price.”

WHAT Is THE - 


BRITISH PREFERENCE? 


What is the British Preference? | 

Prior to 1897, Canada really had 
tariff. | 
Special tariff rates were extended to 
some countries by treaty, but the Tar- \. 
iff Act contained but one schedule 
of rates. In 1897, a lower tariff was | 
extended to Great Britain, and one 
year later, in 1898, a special British 
preferential tariff was enacted. This 
tariff was applied to British coun- 
tries and in every case was 25 per 
ment lower than the general tariff. 
This is the British preferential tariff. 

The History of the Preference. 

‘What is the history of the Brener: 
ence? 

The preference was inaugurated, 
maintained and widened by txe Laur- 
ier government from 1898 to 1911. 
The Conservatives who followed did 
not extend its provisions. In fact 
the-rates of duty were increased. In, 
recent ‘years, under the administra- | 
tion of Mackenzie King, the prefer- 
ence has been consistentiy widened, 
culminating in the 1930. bu iget in 
which the rate of duty under the pref- 
erence was reduced on 270 items, at- 
fecting $200,000,000 of import trade 
previously drawn from non-British | 
‘countries. This trade total dees not 
include trade under some 50 items, 
suchas natural gas, hay, live animals, 
eggs, etc., which formerly carried a 
duty under the preference but which 
were made free in the Dunning bud- 
get. Mr. Dunning stated in his bud- 
get speech that it was ridiculous to 
continue meaningless’ duties of this 
kind. Therefore he made these. items 
free. He was well aware that no 
trade could develop under them. But 
as a result of the Dunning budget it 
is now true that out of 1,188 items in 
the Canadian tariff, 589 are free un- 
der the preference. 

The Purpose of the British Prefer- 
ence. 

What is the purpose of the Br'tish 
preference?
